MAN BEATEN 


Franees street, in the Chino dis-| Attacked After Still and 6,000 


Gallons of Mash Were Seized 
—0One Man Arrested and Two 
Others Being Sought 





Asserted to have attacked and 
beaten E. S. Allen, a Cucamonga 
rancher, after accusing him of “tip- 
ping” officcrs as to the location 
of a still and several thousand 
gallons of mash, Frank Newman of 
Etiwanda and two unidentified 
men were charged with battery 
in a complaint issued Saturday by 
the district attorney. 

Newman, who recently was a de- 
fendant in a Wright act case, ap- 
peared before Justice George W. 
Holbrook yesterday and was re- 
leased on his own recognizance. 
He denied guilt. The two un- 
identified men named in the com- 
plaint have not been arrested, al- 
though officers believe they know 
who they are and expect to take 
them in custody. 

According to Allen the three 
men drove up to where he was 
working and accused him of giv- 
ing the officers information on the 
location of the liquor “plant” 
which resulted in a raid last Sat- 
urday night and the seizure of 6,- 
000 gallons of mash by Deputy
